The coming winter will have a quieting effect 
upon the war in one part and cause aetivity in 
other parts. 't’may bring operations in France 
and Belgium practically to a standstill, lock the

“CERTAIN JUSTICE”’ | 


Nothing that the President had to say of com- 
mercial and’ political ednditions in his recent op- 
timistic specch has been received with more sur- 
prise and sneers than his réference to the possi- 
bilities a “certain justice to the man engaged in 
business. ’ 

The certainty of injustice in this country has 
been so great for many years that many of those 
who have profited by it seem to regard even a 
hope of better things as fantastic. To have a 
President of the United tates speaking as though 
he ‘really believed in just laws, andhad faith 


_ that they would be of service to the people mor- 


ally and materially, is to such persons proof of 
scholastic inexperience and sentimentalism. 

Yet it is not very long ago that the American 
people, in the quaint preambles with which they 
were in the habit of introdneing their state con- 
stitutions, held up similar ideals for the approv- 
al of mankind. To make sure that they would 
be understood they repeated themselves. They 
spoke of certain and exact justice, of justice that 
was to be had without postponement and with- 
out delay, and of justice that was to be dispens- 
ed without money and without price. 

Human agencies are subject to many imita- 
tions, but unless thev adhere to high standards 
their tendeney is unfailingly downward. Presi- 
dent Wilson’s vision of certain justice is not a 
delusion. Some day it will come true. To make 
even an approach to it in his time will confer 
undying honor upon him. 

One of the greatest assets of American busi- 
ness men at this moment, if they only knew it, 
is the steadfast confidence of their chief magis- 
trate in the right. It has its roots in wisdom and 
good conscience. —
